They ought to bo ashamed of 
tliemselvea if they can't i.ring up good - 
Iluwaiians in 70 years. Our greatest enemy 
is the Queen, because she keeps tho Hawaii- - 
ans down. ,\Ve can divide Hawaii into four • 
states and caU: them the ; United States of 
Hawaii. -Each state appoints its own judi- 
ciary.' Honolulu should bo the capital," 

In a letter published iu tho Advertiser, 
"A Native" anonymous, approves the rcpub- 
lia scheme and says : ".Most of tliu prom- 
inent Hawaiiaus of to-day, including mem- 
bers of the legislature, are not in favor of 
either onnexation or an independent repub- 
lic for Hawaii. Wilcox is encouraged alone-

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

It Adjourns to Meet Nrxt Yciir in Washing- 
ton, U. C— A I'urtin}; Admoiiltlou. 

PoUTlANi), Ore., May 31 —The I'reaby torinn 
Assembly, li;at evening, adopted tho report of 
its committee with rosiiect to its authority 
over the theological seminaries and settled tho 
mixtter by an overwhelming majority. Tho 
Assembly ro alllrined tho inlornretntion of tho 
compact of ISTO, announced by tho Uoneral 
Assembly ot 1831; refused to be a party to an 
abroKatioD oC tbe coinpaot, decided on a com- 
mittee ot 15 to focBiulato an agreement with 
the 13 seminaries of the denomination, bud 
voted to arbitrate with the Union Seminary's 
directors with regard to the transfi r of Fro- 
foasor Briggs from one professorship toanothor. 
Tho last two aasenihliea li ivo been troubled 
over thoqucslion of de«concs3ea, and it cropped 
out this year in tho report of tho standing eoni- 
niiltee on doa' ous, which rcconmionded eond- 
inKdowilthe quesi ion to tlio I'resbytoiies for 
action, which was agreed to. Tho report ot tlie 
tempernnco committee, after reciting that a 
majority of tho churches make use ot uufer- 
mented wine at the sacrament, wont on to hail 
the event with approv&l. The proposition, to 
declare nil political parties, not committed to 
prohibition, unfit for Christians to alllliato with 
was objected to by many, but was retained 
nevertheless by a majority of only 10 out of 
-nearly 600 votes. 

'ihe Presbyterians closed their moetinB after 
a uartiiig admonition against liriggiara, that 
"I no General Asacmbly would remind all 
under itH cure that it ia a fundamental doctrine 
thut the d and New Testaments are Cho in- 
spired and infallible Word of God. Our church 
holds that the inspired Word aa it came from 
God is without error, Tho assertion of tho 
contrary cannot but ahako tlio eonlldonco of 
the people in the aacrod booka. All who enter 
theoilicoof our chun hoa solemn!/ promise to 
receive them aa tho only infaliiblo rulcof faiili 
and prnciicc. It thej change their belief on 
this point Christian honor domanda thai they 
shQuId withdraw from our ministry. They 
havo no right to use tho piiipit or llin chair 
of tho professor for tho dissemination of tli ir 
errors until nni il they are dealt out by tho sicnv 
proceaa of diacipline. Hut if Ihev do so act 
their I'rcabytoiioa should speedily interpoao 
and deal Willi them for a violation of the vow 
t'lken at the licginiiing, >vhi^ h is oblisatory 
until tho party taking it is honoralily anil pro- 
perly relea-ed from it. Tho Aaaombly on.join 
upon all miniat. ra. eldera and prcsbyiorioa to 
be faithful to tho duty that this impoaes upon 
tho II." 

The question of giving the mcmhora of the 
BtAndlng BTOiy and navy ri-HKious training was 
dlBOUBsed in B paper presented by l;r. liaitley. 
It was c'aimod that many of tli-j present chan- 
lains or the army and navy are not lit to preacj. 
They cannot got a pulpit in any of i liocliurchea, 
so they get a political pull and " join tho 
nrniy." The faoi. that soldior4 gamlile' and get 
drunk on the military reservntion wna deplor- 
ed, and iIk; ..\s-<embly resolved to do all in its 
power to Hi-cnre uniformity in tho nioilo of 
selecting uriny ciiaplaiBs and to purify tho 
army. 

The Asaemblr -will moot at Washington, D. 
C, next year.

ISTDEPENDBNT CRITICISM. 

The London Times does not upptove of 
the uciion of Lord Sidisbiuy luul Mr. 
Gosohen in giving nid and cnnifoit to tlio 
silver men of tho United States, and it 
expreasea its dia;i|iprovii.I fi-ooly and forcibly. 
'J"1k- pti.poad anl)initted to tlu; lii'iti.sli (!ov- 
ommeut uppoara, on tiie fiico of it, to bj a, 
very-innocent ono. It waa^to consent to a 
-oqo^erenoe, tho objcjit of wtiich would bo 
" to examine whit muaaures, if any, can bo 
'taken to inoroaao tho uao of silver in the 
currency Bystcni of ntitioiis V " To ihi.s 
upparcntly liumiesa rc(|ue.st the (lovern- 
ment gave a giurdeil and qualiUed consent. 
Icaoeepted tho proposal with "an open 
.mind," and Mr. Goschen was careful 
to point out that "no country by 
entering into tho conference is 
jiledged to a particular settlement of the 
controveray or to any settlement at all," 
yot the Times is displeased that Lord tialis- 
bnry'and Mr. Goschen sl^ould liave gone 
■even 80 far as this. It regrets that the 

■ Government have taken a eourse "in which 
they appear to be playing into tho liands of 
t'lc ]>oUtieian3 in power at Washiugton. ' 
ITurthor on it is more explicit. It says: 

"Tho Republican party in the United 
States do not believe in the free coinage of 
silver. If they were to cast in their lot 
with that policy, which has lately met with 
a sharp check in Congress, they would lose 
the support of tho sound business commu- 
nities in the Eastern States, and for this 
President Harrison and his cblleagties are 
not prepared. Bat, as the demand for free 
silver is a potent factor - in ' politics in tho 
South and Wtist, the Bepublioans, seeing 
that they are safe from any immediate sil- 
ver legislation, think it wise to- hold out 
hopes of obtaining some advantages for the 
cheaper metal by negotiations with other 
Powers, These are very obvious elcctiou- 
eeriag tactics, but it is to bo regretted that 
our own Governniout, with an election also 
in view, should have agreed to a conference, 
llic efTect of which can oidy bo to keep the 
silver market and tho whole cjue.stiou of the 
currency in an unsettled state for a long 
time to come." 

This is how the independent supporters 
of tho British (Jovernincut .'?peak of its 
acts when the eourse it pursues does not 
meet with their apprqhation. And the 
public men and people of Great Britain hold 
sndh independent outspokenness in high 
esteem. They Itnow that when tho j'riauU 
of the Government criticise its acts freely, 
it is far loss apt to mtdc;; mistakes and to 
continue iu a wrong course than when all 
adverse criticism is confined to' the Opposi- 
.tion. It would be well for Canada if there 
■were within the party ranks some of ^the kind

J. PliESS PROSECUTION. 

State press prosecutions are not c iininou 
in Great Britain in these days. The Gov- 
ernment respects the liberty of the press. 
In their criticism on the policy of tho Ad- 
ministration, and on the public acts cf 
piiblis men, the freedom of the newspapers 
is practically nnbonndrd. 

But there is a limit which the [irci.s in ly 
not pass with impunity. A new. pap'.r may 
denounic the acta of a Minibter of State as 
fieicoly ua it can, but it is not permitted to 
incite those over whom ic hus influence to 
murder him. It must not counsel deeds of 
violence, or endeavor to persuade men to 
commit cr me. 

Tho Commonweal, an Anarchist journal, 
intimated, in terms whose signiflcance could 
not bo mistaken, that the Home Secretary, 
jVIr, Justice Hawkins, and Inspootor Mel- 
ville, wore not fit to live, and its publisher, 
Mr. Mowbray, and its registered 
.proprietor, Mr. Daniel .lohn Nicoll, 
were indicted for " cncouragini; and per- 
suading divers perHoiia unknown to murder 
tho Right lion. Henry Mutthewa, Sir Henry 
Hawkins and William Mellvile," The case 
was tried before tho Lord Chief Justice of 
England. Mowbray, who is a tailor as well 
a3 a newapuper publisher, pleaded that 
•when the article was publialud ho was in 
attendiuice on liis sick wife aiul did not 
know what wtfs going on in the ollice of the 
Commonweal. He declared that he disap- 
proved of the article, and that ho had 
severed his connection with tho paper im- 
mediately after it appeared. Nicoll, who 
had written tho article and signed his name 
to it, did net attempt to excuse himaelf. 
He imid that ho had written tho article, and 
that, under similar circumstances, he 
would write -another of the same char- 



it did not contain an incitement to murder 
anyone. The judge and tho jury were of a 
dili'ercnt opinion. As Mowbray's responsi- 
bility was, in a sen.se, tecliiiical onlj', he 
was acquitted, but NiuiiU was sentenced lo 
eighteen months' imprisonment with haril 
labor. The judge.., opnsiilered :. tho sentence 
severe, but' the" newspapers 'regard it as 
(juite mild. Tho Lord Chief .Justice, in 
passing sentence, addressed tho Anarchist 
journalist earnestly but kindly. He slioweil 
tho prisoner very clearly the gravity of his 
oU'ence, and tiie ii:!!'.:CMCC such writings a;j 
his wouhl lie. likely to Imve. He said: — 

"I have hesitated long, Nicoll, as to 
what punishment I shouUi give you, be- 
cause yon con<hicteii yourself to-day per- 
fectly well, liiid you have shown marks of 
considerable education and force of char- 
acter, and alill you have been guilty of 
what. I cannot but regard as a very grave 
oifence indeed. Suppose — a thing by no 
means impossible, uay, or oven improbable 
— the life of one of those persons whom j ou 
so severely attacked had been taken by 
same hot-headed man acting on your ad- 
vice ? You would have been guilt morally 
of that murder. You would have taken 
part in it and really have been a jitLrty to 
it. Nothing has happcuod, and 1 hope and 
trust nothing may happen, but that is not 
yoin- fault. You have been found guilty of 

a very giave oirenco If you 

desire to have things anieiided j-ou are 
going the wrong way about it. Von are 
setting right-minded men against you ; you 
are making t.liem bar.sh jinb^es instead of 
favnr.ihle judges ; you are turiii:ig away all 
aympathy Iroiii any veroi:gs wliieli you may 
h:ive or which you may honestly think you 
have. For the sake of the law, for the sake 
of yourself, yon should not be encouraged to 
think tli;it you cm do these things with 
impunity. "

The Chilian question is again being dis- 
cussed in the American nevv.spapcra. It will 
be remembered that it was charged that 
oflicers of the U. S. warship San Francisco 
gave Balmaceda's Government information 
of the landing of tho Congreaai.inal forcea at 
t,>iiinteros. \\'hen this was reported to Ad- 
miral lirown, he asserted that no one con- 
nected with the ship had given tin; infor- 
mation. Tho New York World now pro- 
duces a fac-simile of the cipher despatch of 
Admiral Brown to the Navy Department 
describing (he insurgent landing, and coun- 
tersigned by Admiral Viel, Intendente of 
Valparaiso. This cablegram was repeated 
iu Kngliah by Lieutenant (leorgo Dyer 
to the New Vork llerild, and 
was also countersigned by the 
Intendente, an officer under Bal- 
maceda, who was thus at once in- 
formed of the insurgent operations. This 
t :legraiii sliowa that llalmaceila's Govern- 
ment did get information of the moveinent.s 
of the Congressional troops from an ollicer 
of the American navy, and that the accusa- 
tion that American naval officers were not 
exactly neutral daring the struggle betweeu 
Bilmaceda and Congress, was based upon 
something more substantial than mere sus- 
picion. 

Facsiinilioa of documents are also pub- 
lished, which show that Consul McCrcery 
made use of information which ho obtained 
from Minister Egan, to enable him to 
speculate with advantage in the London 
stock market. The revelations which Dr. 
Trunil.ull i.s making, go to show that tho 
United States was very badlj' represented 
in Chili during the late civil war, and that 
tho dislike which the Chilians showid^to 
Americans was not the effect of mere preju- 
dice: or of unreasoning antipathy.

If 
he had been a prodigal who had wasted hie 
aubstanoe in riotious living with the 
vile of both fioxcs but had remain- 
ed unmariied, hisi rehilives would 
hiVO found some excuse for Iniii, and would 
have welcomed his return to decent ways of 
living with rejoicing. He would have 
been taken by the hand, made much of iiy 
society, petted and pampered, ond remem- 
bered iu the wills of his f.ithet and his un- 
married uncles ; but his marriage with a 
small farmer's daughter was a sin for 
which there was no forgiveness.

On 
the 2;kl their cases camo up in court liut were 
postponcil.

Tiie ap- 
parent lioiiele;sniss of their condition has 
driven must, of the jiopii a'ioa lolliefl and 
plinn!er. To iiccomiilisb iheir purpoies tlie 
lower classes li ;ve reso led to arson, and 
hardly a night pas-ics in a village of any aizo 
without the sotting of L'vo or three flrea. 
The capital of the district, Lho city of Sinagar, 
has been almost; coinpietoly wiped out 
by fire. Karly in the week a cluster, of houses 
Q!> tho bnnk of the river jhylum were se! or. 
flro and a hi„'h wiml spread llic flames throiigli 
out llu! ad.j lining porl km of tho city. .Sinagar 
is p().>rly nu'.ll,and the native huts are clus- 
tered more closely even than in most other 
cities. 'I'he brands and sparks were blown so 
rapidly 'i-oiii hut to hut tliat thii inhabitants 
h'ul no lime to stay the 11 imes. 'I'li"y ran, 
siiouting and S('reaining, t brougli the streets, 
ami inmy in their U^rrnr p'unged into tlio river 
and win'e drowned. 'I'liose in the .soetioii of tlio 
cil y f iirtluMl f mm tbi3 river ran lothollelds 
and hills, where th'-y still live without sholtor. 
About two-thirds of tho city ii 111 I aide of the 
river where the flro started was destroyed. 

On tlio following night a flro was started tho 
other side of tho river, Thoro was no wind at 
first, ;ind ccmnir.atively little danger was ap- 
prehended. I''lames in imothpr quarter, luiw- 
ever, soon frightened the inhahilanls. wbii be. 
lieved lliey were aliout to sull'er as hail llieir 
fellows across the river. Tho jieoiile Hiai ted in 
drovei to le.ive the city, and no ell'ort wai 
made to slop the ia-oi;ress <i< the 11, lines. Sev- 
eral other lives were started in tho panic, ai.d 
before the morning one half the rest of the 
city was 111 ashes J-'our t liouHand f.imilies an^ 
homeless, and about :)a,(li») men, women, and 
children are now living with little food and no 
ooverioR in the open air. The daily deaths are 
Dumborcd by dossons. Hundreds were ill of t be 
cholera when the fires were started in tlio city, 
and cxposnvo and lack of medical alien- 
lion have inereused the prevalence of lho 
disease, a.- well as its fatality, two-fuld. Help 
has been disralelied frcuii Laliort^, about '-'111 
miles distant, but the relief corps is too Hinall 
to give material aid to the great nia.s of sillier- 
era. 'I'lio mil Ives iiave lie-n too miieli ernslied 
by the iilii;{ue and Ihe loss of llieii- lionies to 
hclii themselves, and llioao who are not s'l iig- 
(jling with dealii or disease, Hinote in dazed in- 
dUr-rence or 8(|uat around the ruins bemoan- 
ing their misfortunes. The condition of all'airs 
in other parts of the district is less appaldng, 
only because t hero are no ollie- cities of any 
size. In many of tho village.s. the lirea have 
boon proportionately as dostruetlvo as at the 
: capital. In the whole distriat of Sinagar, it is 
estimated that 50,000 persons are homeless.

Deniaiuls of the Irish Party in De- 
tail-Protection Demaiuled From 
Laiullordisiii- 

London, J.'.ay 30. — Mr, Davitt in a 
published letter points out that beliind the 
political aspect of tho homo rule question is 
a material bread anil butter side, a qneation 
affecting tho interest and well being of tlie 
working population of Ireland. "The de- 
population of Ireland under landlord gov- 
ernment," ho says, " has bouetitted ueitlier 
home rule nor the ruled, The. theory that 
it would be of advantage to the industrial 
community is falsified by the fact tliat 
paupori.sm lias doubled and that mil- 
lions of Irishmen have been driven 
out by landlord rule. For the ino.st 
part they are employed in -Nvork- 
sliops in Ameiioa, and the products 
of tlieir labor are sluitting out lUitish man- 
u'lictiires from the Anieiican nuu'kol.s. 
(.)lhera have come to J'2iigland and have eiim- 
pided with British workmen, roducitig (lie 
wage roll. Under 11 sympathetic tieviMii- 
nient all the emigrants would liavc remain jil 
iu Ireland, and would have (jroiluced food 
Htuii's for l']iiglaiul, taking I'jiglish iiuuiu- 
faetnresin exeh.ingo. On the other hand, 
the landlords are practically excluded from 
parliamentarj' representation, and their 
property is saddled with £100,000,000 ster- 
ling in mortgages and other burdens. 
Clearly landlord goveruiiieuts is uo triumpli 
for them." 

Mr, Davitt stated in detail the demands of 
tho Irish party. Ho says: "Wearerudica 
enough to believe that the land monopoly i 
the underlying oanse of impoverished Irish 
labor. It naa taxed tho farmer's industry 
and prevented him from paying better 
w^igcs. It has driven field workers into the 
labor market in towns. It pursues tho in- 
terests of industry and gatliers where it has 
not sown. Tlie protection i ei|iiireil ia from 
tho ground rent and royalty .system, v.'liich 
iiiiposea a Ininleii of .f 1 ril),(ll)il,(lljl) yearly 
upon tlie kiiigil.inra ir.ilustry, crushing its 
productive po^Yerllnd enabling the fmeigncr 
to compete with success. Vested landlord 
interests is the real secret of Ulster's oppo- 
sition to homo rule. They huve tcmpt<'d 
Lord .Salisbury and ,\lr. llalfour to justify 
tho contingency of rebellion in Ulster in 
their a])peal to feelings of religious hatred 
in the hope of confusing the real issue by 
the prejudice and excitement of sectarian 
passion.

ISIay ,"11. — Queen Wilholmina of 
tho Netherlands and her mother, tho Queen 
Regent Fmma, reached Polsdam from Sand 
at 7 o'clock last evening, from Frankfurt. 
They came on a Bpeeiftl tri'.in. They were 
received in great state at tho station by 
Emperor William, the Empress Augusta 
Victoria, Crown Prince William, Princess 
Eitel, Frederick Adalbert, August William, 
Oscar and Joachim, Count Bothozu Eule- 
beoICi'i.the. -Duchess of Edinburg and the 
PrinceBs Maris, General von Kaltenbern, 
Stacbau, minister of the interior, Herr 
Furlh, Count von Wedel, chief of the em- 
peror's household, many of the general staff, 
ibo commander of the garrison in Potsdam, 
Freilierr Marshall von Bebeistein, secretary 
of stale for foreign affairs, and about iiO 
officers of tho guards. The little queen, 
after alighting from the train, tool; her 
inolher's hands. 'The emperor hastened 
forward witli the erii]U'ess, lifted her hand 
to liis lijis and Iciascd it, wliile he paid his 
l especta to l,jueen Regent Emma iu a sim- 
ilar mannei'. Tho empreaa embraced Wil- 
hclmiua and kissed her repeatedly on tho 
fcn'ehead and cheeks.

[leror relieved her, by taking lo himselt' the 
ilemoustralion and suliit iiig in lier stead. 
rhehnu.es ami shops between the railway 
station iind the palace wero illuniiuAled, 
Dutch and Gornum Hags were bung from 
tho windows, and three great arches of 
Dutch and German colors, flowers undpulms 
had been built over tho street between tho 
gates and tho city hall. The station had 
been trimmed, with flags and surrounded by 
triple rowsof "flowers and shrubs. Tho police 
and military kept the cro\yd back from 
0:45 o'clock until the parly drove away. 
Queen Willtelmina was attired iu a grey 
travelling gown, belted at the waist and fin- 
ished ut the neck and sleeves ivith white 
cuflfa. She wore a leghorn Imt -vvith a grey 
|)luine. She looked latigued and ]iale, and 
licr tmiles to the cheering crowd along the 
route to tho pulaco evidently cost her a 
slight effort. Her four weeks in Sand have 
uot benefited her health, it is said, as mucli 
as was expected. The rumored plan of the 
Mmperor I o arrau:;e the iiiarri.ign of the 
Crov/n Prince and i.liieeii Wilhelniina will 
be brought to a IrmiI, it is thought, during 
the Potad.'.ni \ isit.
